But the tank was slightly different, both in its 
reason for visiting the campus and in the fact 
that in place of treads, it had rubber wheels. 

The tank, which has been in several TV 
shows and movies, is licensed for highway use, 
bearing the California license plate US TANK. 
Inside, it sports wall-to-wall carpeting, AM-FM 
radio and seats six. Its rental price is $25 per 
hour. It can travel at speeds up to 55 miles per 
hour. 

The armored vehicle was rented as a surprise 
birthday gift for Bruce Borchardt, whose 21st 
birthday is next Monday. It arrived on campus 
last Wednesday so that his sister, who was home 
from college, could join in the fun. 

A tank ride was chosen because of Bruce's 
interest in mechanics.

Bruce’s mother first read of the tank about a 
year ago, and thought a ride in it would be a 
good present for her mechanically-oriented son. 
Tracking down the owners of the tank with 
nothing but a memory of a newspaper article 
was a problem, but she finally found the right 
people.

five vacant Senate seats

Resignations and promotions have left five 
Student Senate seats vacant, prompting an ASB 
drive to find acceptable appointees. 

“It's a joint effort by the Senate and the 
ASSAC President to fill the vacated seats,’’ said 
Don McCain, ASSAC advisor, in reference to the 
five seats that remain empty in the Senate. 

The empty chairs resulted from resignations by 
student senators. 

Primarily, those who resigned were appointed 
to the Executive Cabinet,by ASSAC President Hal 
Lentz. 

According to the ASSAC Constitution, the 
Cabinet must be filled within three weeks of the 
President taking office. However, Senate seats 
must be filled within three weeks after the vacancy 
occurs. 

“The President’s most pressing problem is to fill 
the Cabinet and the Court. There’s no pressing 
time limit like that to fill the Senate seats. The 
Cabinet is all in,’’ stated McCain. 

Senate legislature and operations can still 


continue even while lacking the five officers, 
explained the advisor. ‘‘There’s nothing that has 
come up where the number of senators has kept 
something from passing,’’ he added. 

“We seem to have more resignations this 
semester but you have to look at why. Student 
government people have proven themselves. This is 
why Hal Lentz is using people who have 
experience,’ stated McCain. 

Currently, efforts are being made to fill the 
offices. A major problem has been the amount of 
time that a student must devote to the Senate 
activities. 

“The first question the President would ask the 
interested person is if they had enough time to 
devote,” McCain elaborated. Meetings and 
committee work are the largest areas that cover 
part of the total commitment. 

“It's those people who are really interested and 
can devote themselves that make any organization 
work,’ he concluded.

Governor Brown’s signing into law of SB 160 
last year sent a wave of change: sweeping over the 
state’s more than 1,100 public. school and 
community college districts. 

However, the crescive backwash threatens to 
submerge the benefits of the first bill giving 
collective bargaining rights to state educational 
employees. 

Prior to SB 160, faculties negotiated with their 
boards of trustees under the Winton Act, which 
stands repealed July 1, 1976. ‘’The bill really 
benefits faculties who are unable to negotiate 
successfully under the Winton Act,” said Dr. 
Elizabeth Lewis, department chairman of Child 
Development. 

Caught by surprise, the community colleges are 
scrambling to understand SB 160 and _ its 
implications. The RSCCD Board of Trustees is 
taking steps to insure its compliance with the new 
law. 

One of the clauses guaranteed under the new 
bill is the right of the faculty to choose an outside 
organization to represent them in their 
negotiations with the Board of Trustees, if so 
desired. Previously, they had used an ‘inside’ group 
such as the Faculty Senate. 

Under the new law, both full-time and 
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Collective bargaining bill brings 
benefits, headaches for faculty 


part-time teachers have one equal vote in deciding 
who is to represent them, if anyone. With many 
more part-time instructors, they could decide this 
issue, negating the full-time vote. 

Faculty Senate President Henry Waibel also 
pointed out the plight of SAC’s 42 department 
chairmen, who will be reclassified as management 
instead of faculty. ‘The bill specifically states 
certain functions that are currently performed by 
department chairmen as non-faculty functions. 
Because of this, there is going to have to be a 
decision as to how to rearrange those functions so 
that. they remain faculty, without losing their 
input on faculty decisions.” 


Article 1, section i, requires, as a condition of 
continued employment, a_ state education 
employee to join an employee organization and 
pay dues, or not join and pay that organization a 
service fee. The words are “as a condition of 
continued employment.”’ Norton said this raises 
the question of whether this bill overrides tenure 
and the status of permanent employees. 

With the appointment of the Educational 
Employment Relations Board (EERB), as required 
by SB 160, by Governor Brown, the stage is set. 
At this point, everyone is waiting for the EERB to 
promulgate its rules and regulations by April 1, the 
starting date for the next phase. 


Man apprehended Forensics squad

SAC security officers apprehended a man in the 
women’s locker room last Thursday and released 
him to the custody of the Santa Ana Police. 

The suspect, James J. Mcintosh, 30, was 
booked on suspicion of a violation of penal code 
650.5, acts against the public peace, a 
misdemeanor. He is not enrolled at SAC. Mcintosh 
was released the same evening on $250 bond 
pending his court date on March 29. 

P.E. assistant Maxine Engle explained that she 
was about to close up the supply room when she 
glimpsed a man entering the locker room.

Security officers Hector Delgadillo and Mike 
Orona arrived swiftly and covered the doors so the 
suspect could not escape.

Both Thomas Trawick, head of SAC Security, 
and Engle gave much credit to the officers for 
their quick action. ‘‘They were here just like that,” 
said Engle, snapping her fingers. ‘It was perfect 


timing.” 


“We've never had anything like this before,”’ 
said Trawick, referring to the arrest. However, 
Engle warned the ladies not to shower when there 


was no one else present in the locker room.

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Mans immaturity 
threatens nature

it has come to my attention, that certain people feel our present 
ecological problems are due, almost solely, to our system of science 
and technology -- That not only the method, but also the philosophy 
of the method is responsible. — 

This opinion was even contained in an article | was required to 
read, in a history class on this campus. The thesis of this article, 
(Science: A Technocratic Trap, by Theodore Rozack), is fairly well 
represented by this direct quote: “‘It is not, after all, the normal 
thing for people to ruin their environment. It is extraordinary and 
requires extrordinary incitement.” 

The incitement Rozak was refering to, is the ‘‘unnatural”’ 
philosophy of Western Science. He places the inception of this 
system, with approximate accuracy, in the era a Issac Newton. With 
this in mind it is interesting to consider some occurences which took 
place long before that era. 

Ten-thousand years ago much of what is now the southern 
section of the Sahara Desert was a semi-arid grassland. Around 8000 
B.C. humanity became an important disruptive factor in this 
ecological system already made fragile by a series of cyclicle 
droughts. 

Generations of nomadic herdsmen steadily transformed sections 
of this grassland into desert. Over-grazing by the livestock of these 
nomads would damage an area to such an extent that it would be 
unable to recover. This area would quickly become a permanent 
section of the Sahara. Meanwhile, the nomads would move on to a 
new section of grassland, over-use it, and so on. 

This process is still occurring. The Sahara Desert is still advancing 
along portions of its southern border; created by present-day 
primitives. All that is needed to halt the advance, is a barbed-wire 
fence. 

The extinction of the mammoth in North America, was largely 
due to over-hunting by the ancestors of the American Indian. With 
no more sophisticated weapons that the Clovis-point spear, the 
population densities of the mammoth were reduced to such a small 
level, that the animal was no longer able to breed effectivly. (This is 
what happened to -the Passenger Pigeon. A certain level of 
population density is needed for the birth-rate to offset the 
death-rate. When the population density drops below this level,

In the midst of rumors such 
as this, sparked by the largest 
financial offer the Beatles have 
ever received, controversy 
developed both for and against a 
reunion. 

Anyone even mildly 
interested in rock would like to 
see the Beatles reunite. Their 
reunion would start a new 
movement in music, in much the 
same manner as their 
earth-shattering long hair and 
wild music did in 1964. 

But their reunion done only 
for the lure of the $50 million 
guarantee would be a cop-out, 
the first in the history of the 
group. 

In the past, the Beatles were 
the epitome of style and true 
romanticism in rock. They laid 
the foundations of rock. Every 


album became the prototype for 
the coming trends in pop music. 


The release of Sergeant 
Pepper caused as much 
commotion as the long hair had 
in 1964. When Lennon said the 
Beatles were more popular than 
Christ, he was admonished 
throughout the Christian world. 

The Beatles were ruled solely 
by their own conscience. While 
other groups had to cater to the 
whims of promoters and the 
press, the Beatles had the power 
to do or say anything they 
chose. 

One of the reasons for the 
founding of Apple Records was 
the realization that John, Paul, 
George and Ringo had made 
more money than they could 
spend. 

During the period 
immediately following the 
breakup of the group, a reunion 
would have been an_ easy 
solution to the financial troubles 
that began to beset the Beatles. 
After the breakup their financial 
empire became entangled in

Freedom in Rhodesia 


hampered by prejudice

Bob Dylan has a new song out, called Mozambique, and as usual 
«here is more to this Dylan song than first meets the eye. Everytime 
he sings of those ‘people living free’’ he is reminding those of us 
who listen that the neighboring Rhodesians are not free. 

Two weeks ago the Black African president of Mozambique 
closed the entire 800 mile border separating these countries. 

The reason? Rhodesia is a minority ruled, racist undemocratic 
government. There are 273,000 whites and 5.8 millon blacks. That's 
a ratio of 20 to one. Yet the Prime Minister, lan Smith, is white, as is 
every other top ranking politico in the country. 

For minority ruled Rhodesia, this embargo is a staggering 
economic blow. Rhodesia is land-locked and had been sending 40 
percent of their trade through their majority-ruled neighbor’s ports. 

Smith once said that Rhodesia would never have majority (i.e. 
black) rule as long as he was alive. He has since backed down 
considerably, but still refuses to release the reins of leadership. 

Talks with the moderate black faction seeking to oust him have 
broken down, and consequently military tensions are on the rise, 
with fighting between the radical Zimbabwe Liberation Army and 
Smith’s forces. 

Along the borders of the country, where the guerilla fighting has 
been heaviest, 200,000 black civilian farmers have been forcibly 
moved into closely guarded security camps. Ostensibly, these camps 
are for the villager’s protection, but guards with guns enforce a dusk 
to dawn curfew and many of the camps are surrounded by barbed 
wire. The guards shoot anyone out after dark. 

To be sure, guerilla activity has been lessened, but the price is 
steep. Baboons and cows are destroying the farmer’s crops at night 
and during the early morning. Malnutrition is epidemic: according to 
a survey reported in the Los Angeles Times, 42 per cent of the 
children under 5 are “severly undernourished.”” And it’s getting 
worse. 

The white racist government of Rhodesia is going to topple. The 
only question is when. The U.N. has imposed an international 
economic sanction against the country. Many countries, including 
the U.S. and Britain. have promised to aid Rhodesia’s neighbor 
Mozambique in its efforts to block trade. Even Russia is against 
Rhodesia’s minority government. 

When the majority blacks finally come into power there will be 
many questions for them to deal with. Should they adopt 
Communism as their economic code, with its concomitant reliance 
on undemocratic, one-party totalitarian rule? Will they model their 
government after ours? Will they have a choice at all? 


These are the questions that must be kept in mind when our 
foreign policy experts deal with the Rhodesia question. 
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lawsuits, ripoffs and a_ falling 
record company. What may have 
been the richest rock group in 
the world became a_ tangled 
group of bickering musicians. 
But the pains of the breakup 
were too near and they decided 
to stick with their solo careers, 
much to the chagrin of their 
fans. 

Now, despite the rising 
popularity of each artist as a 
solo performer, rumors of a 
reunion have continued to grow. 
A Beatles sell out for the $50 
million would be a black spot in 
their history -- a smack in the 
face of fans who believe in the 
Beatles for their entire image 
instead of just listening to the 
tunes. 

A Beatles reunion would be a 
long-awaited treat. But a reunion 
merely for money would not be 
the Beatles, it would just be four 
great musicians who got together 
to rake in a new fortune.

About 48 hours before a 
guilty verdict was reached in the 
Patty Hearst trial in San 
Francisco, former middleweight 
contender Rubin “Hurricane” 
Carter was granted a new trial 
and released on bail after serving 
nearly 10 years in a New Jersey 
prison for murder. 

When the Hearst family 
engaged prominent criminal 
lawyer F. Lee Bailey for an 
undisclosed, but no doubt 
sizeable fee, there was a rash of 
newspaper and magazine articles 
posing the question: ‘Can 
justice be bought?” 

Meanwhile, donations from 
world heavyweight boxing 
champion Muhammed Ali and 
proceeds from a benefit concert 
in Texas by Bob Dylan, Joan 
Baez and the Rolling Thunder 
Revue were bolstering a defense 
fund for Carter and codefendent 
John Artis. 

Bail money of $20,000 for 
Carter and $15,000 for Artis was 
posted by this, the Carter-Artis 
National Defense Fund. 

To date, there has been no 
controversy over “buying 
justice’ in Carter’s case. 
Superstars Ali, Dylan and Baez

new trialfor ‘Hurricane 


have not asked what price 
justice. Knowing the cost of 
freedom, they have committed 
themselves as Carter’s 
benefactors. 

The Hearst case aside for 
now, the Carter-Artis affair 
involves some interesting 
circumstances. 

The two black men _ have 
continually claimed innocence in 
the triple murder for which they 
were convicted in 1966 by an 
all-white jury. They have sought 
are-trial for almost a decade. 

Why is it only now that the 
New Jersey Supreme Court has 
formed its unanimous opinion 
granting a new trial on the 
grounds that the first was 
prejudiced because the jury was 
not told that two key 
prosecution witnesses were 
promised leniency in exchange 
for their testimony? 

A possible reason is that the 
state will not now have to 
finance Carter’s defense, yet it is 
interesting to speculate on how 
much Dylan’s recent release, 
“The Story of the Hurricane,” 
may have influenced the court's 
decision.

Editorial 
Collective bargaining may 
antagonize labor harmon 


Senate Bill 160 which gives the right of collective bargaining to 
~weef.community college employees is now being reviewed by the SAC 
=v Faculty Association. 
According to the bill, faculty members must decide by April 1 
<4 whether to have an exclusive representative for the purpose of 
4-negotiations or to have no exclusive representative, which would still 
allow the SAC Faculty Senate to represent the instructors until a 
July deadline. At that time a final decision must be made as to 
whether the employees wish to implement collective bargaining or 
sustain the present procedures. 

el DON feels SB160 is unworkable and undesireable at the 
communit college level. 

Presently, the SAC Faculty Senate is the recognized organization 
in handling labor demands and has been successful in bargaining with 
the RSCCD Board of Trustees. The Senate is not affiliated with any 
other labor organization. If collective bargaining is established, this 
smoath harmony may be disrupted. 

SAC employees will now have to choose what organization is to 
represent them; a local group such as the SAC Faculty Association 
or an outside organization such as the American Federation of 
Teachers or the California Teachers Association. Both outside groups 
are beginning to distribute labor propoganda describing the 
advantages of belonging to their particular organization. 

The California Teachers’ Association, which is affiliated with the 
National Education Association, and the American Federation of 
Teachers tend to encourage the collective bargaining process by 
enlarging labor complaints into larger labor disputes. An example of 
such a dispute is the San Francisco teacher strike which occurred 
after the bill was enacted. 

The legal profession will benefit from collective bargaining in 
education since legal problems will increase because of new labor 
disputes. The bill has been jokingly referred to as the “Attorney's 
Unemployment act of 1976”. 

Senate Bill 160 does not give educational employees any greater 
power than before and only formalizes the arbitration procedure. It 
organizes the personnel into units. The teaching faculty belongs to 
one unit; the supervisors to another unit and the classified personnel 
consists of various units, making for complex labor relations. 

The bill itself is so complicated that it is subject to various 
interpretations and  misinterpretations. The Educational 
Employment Board, which is the review board established by this 
legislation, has not yet found an interpretation for “manager.” 

el DON believes the bill does nothing to benefit the educational 
employee, but instead may act to build antagonism between the 
faculty and the board of trustees. The present procedures have 
served in creating a harmonious feeling between the trustees and 
faculty while maintaining an adequate labor environment. 
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piece, Dylan’s work presents 
Carter in a very favorable light, 
calling him, “The man_ the 
authorities came to blame, for 
something that he never done.” 
(sic) 

Could it be that the protest 
song has become mightier than 
the gavel? 

It seems that if justice can be 
bought, it is paid for as much 
with favorable public opinion as 
with dollars. 

What would the public outcry 
have been like if Patty’s rich 
parents and expensive lawyer 
had won an easy victory? 

The final outcome of either 
case is difficult to predict, but if 
Carter is found innocent after so 
many years in prison, the 
question must change from “Can 
justice be bought?” to “Can 
injustice be repaid?” 

The questions stand for now, 
as a new chapter unfolds in “The 
Story of. the Hurricane’ and, 
perhaps, Patty Hearst longs for a 
folk-hero troubador to write her 
ballad and sing her to freedom. 


Faculty forum

In the summer of 1975, the Governor signed 
the Rodda Bill SB160, the Collective Bargaining 
Act, which covers all school employees in the state 
of California through the community college. 

On January 1, 1976, this law became effective 
and an Educational Employment Relations Board 
was established. This three-man Board was appoint 
by the Governor with the confirmation of the 
State Senate. This Board will have the following 
duties: 

1. To determine in disputed cases, or otherwise 
approve, collective bargaining. 

2. To determine in disputed cases whether a 
particular item is within or without the the 
scope of representation. 

3. To arrange for and supervise representation 
elections which shall be conducted by means of 
secret ballot elections, and certify the results of 
the elections. 

On April 1, 1976, community college faculty 
can vote for an exclusive collective bargaining 
representative providing the faculty has written 
authorization of 51 percent of all teachers in the 
District. On July 1, 1976, the Winton Act is 
repealed and SB160 becomes fully operative.

When this act becomes operative, faculty 
members of each community college district 
maintain the freedom to choose the following 
possible forms of employer-employee relationship: 
1. Non-Collective Bargaining Relationship 

If the faculty votes for no-representation, salary 

negotiations would continue as they have in the 

past. 
2. Collective Bargaining relationship 

The faculty must select an exclusive bargaining 

agent from among the following: 

a. State level teacher organization. (E.G., CFT 

or CTA or FACCC, etc.) 

b. Local level teacher organization. (E.G., 

Faculty Association, etc.) 
The purpose of SB160: 


To promote the improvement ot 
employer-employee relations within the 
public school systems in the State of 
California by providing a uniform basis for 
recognizing the right of employees to join 
organizations of their own choice, to be 
represented by such organizations in their 
professional and employment relationships 
with employers, to select one employee 
organization as the exclusive representative 
of the employees in an appropriate unit, and 
to afford certified employees a voice in the 
formulation of educational policy.

For most of us, March 21 marks a new season 
of the year, but for the Persian students on 
campus it rings in the new year. 

“‘No Rouz,”’ as it is called in Iran, shows many 
similarities and contrasts to the American version 
of New Years. 


The festivities last for 13 days. All schools close 
during the entire period of No Rouz. It is a 
vacation period for Iranians, a time for visiting 
families which have been geographically separated. 


In general it is a social, festive time for. the 
Iranians. The atmosphere of celebration and gaiety 
is not unlike that of our Christmas-New Year 
holiday season. 


No Rouz, however, has no religious 
significance. Many customs surround this holiday 
season. A table is prepared for visitors with “Haft 
Sin.”’ This is a collection of objects and foodstuffs 
all beginning with the letter ‘’S’ in the Iranian 
language. 


These items beginning with ‘’S’’ represent the 
seven archangels who embody the Zoroastrian 
abstractions of ethical behavior and glorify the 
three Zoroastrian elements of earth, fire and 
water. 


Vinegar, Samagh (a spice unique to Iran), Shish 
Kabob, garlic, corn, wheat, lentils, apples and a 


special candy called samanoo are examples of the 
"S’’ items displayed on the “Haft Sin.” 


During the holiday. candles are burned in front 


of a mirror one for each member of the family. 
Their reflections are symbolic of a bright future. 


In contrast to the American version of New 
Year, consumption of alcohol is not high on the 
agenda of activities. 

To the Iranian it is also a time for meditation. 
It is a time to make a critical analysis of the past 
and to contemplate the future. 


In America the new year begins at midnight 
December 31. No Rouz begins at various hours of 
the day. This year 3:58 a.m. marked the beginning 
of the year 1355. 


The Iranians believe that the first day of spring 
is most appropriate for the advent of a new year 
since it marks the end of winter and new things are 
beginning to grow. 


On the final day of No Rouz, (the thirteenth 
day) it is considered unlucky to remain indoors. 
For this reason everyone spends the day picnicking 
in the country. By going outside, the Iranians feel 
that all things bad or evil are exposed and left 
outside their homes when they return to them. 


All foods and artifacts employed by the 
Persians during the holiday are of a basic nature to 
their culture, and being basic in nature, provide a 
basis from which to grow and improve. 
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Speech,” and serials like Yakima 


taking it from a run down porno 
house to one of Orange County’s 
most popular art theaters.

Kingfish is a band with a mixture of musicians that produce a 
boogie-woogie sound. Their fluid music should give them. a distinct bait 
place in country rock. This is Kingfish’s first ablum, even though Hi 
they have been together for two years. 

Kingfish is composed of many talented musiciaris with Bob Weir, 
the guitar player from Grateful Dead, the best known of them. Also, 
from the New Riders of the Purple Sage comes Dave Torborg, an 
excellent bass player whose harmonies blend very well with Weir. 

The other musicians are not as well known, but play an important 
part in the band. Such is Bobby Hoddinott, the lead and slide guitar, 
whose tight riffs are an ihternal web in Kingfish’s rollicking music. 

Matthew Kelly plays backup guitar and harmonica to give the 
band a country hop. Chris Herold is the man keeping the steady beat 
on drums. 

The sound they bring to one’s ears is wholesome and shows a 
sense of variety. For country music, an old ballad is taken from 
Marty Robbins called ‘Big Iron.” The bluegrass influence is from 
New Riders of the Purple Sage and is evident in the songs ‘Asia 
Minor’ and ““Goodbye Yer Honor.” 

Rythmic rock is featured in ‘Wild Northland’’ and ‘‘Hypnotize” 
which show the tight guitar work by Weir, Hoddinott and Torbert. 
They keep the traditional ballad in ‘Jump for Joy,” a song that 
depicts the happiness of newlyweds. Another ballad, ‘Bye-Bye’ is a 
song from the Bible dealing with the spirit. 

Kingfish is a blend of styles mostly influenced by the Grateful 
Dead and New Riders. Weir and Torbert respectively are the 
backbone of the group, each contributing songs with a personal 
touch.
